i ‘3 Dane’s review of the Report on the administration arm Bass 
nella of criminal justice in the Punjab, His Honour ot, os. imo. 
observed that any slackness in the rigour of the 
law may be attended by undesirable criminal 
developments, and that the leniency with which first offenders are dealt with, 
tempts them to a secund trialof luck. Commenting on this the Amrita Bazar 
Patrika writes :—- 


“ So, according to Sir Louis Dane, it is the application of section 562, 
Criminal Procedure Code, which tends in a large measure to induce and encour” 
age first offenders to take a second trial of luck. But, as a fact, in Bengal and 
other provinces there is an indicstion that the ruling authorities wish to 
impress all subordinate a the desirability of availing themselves of 
this particular section in dealing with first offenders and juveniles. This is 
perhaps anomalous, but it is not, to our mind, a case of the sauce for the goose 
being no sauce for the gander. It is an admitted fact that the object of punish- 
ment is in every country reclamation and prevention ; and this is because of 
obvious reasons. Evil surroundings, as also a sense of degradation, only help to 
develop and harden the criminal sentiments in unformed minds, while the 
absence of the above leads to opposite results. Weare therefore at a loss to 
account for the views expressed by Sir Louis Dane.” 


Referring to His Honour’s expression of displeasure at the decline of the 
number of whippings, the journal writes :— 


‘S We fear the public, neither here nor in England, will lend any support to 
the plea put in by His Honour in favour of corporal punishment like whipping. 
Whipping as a punishment has been regarded more or less as cruel ; and that is 
why the slow machinery of the Indian Legislature has at last been moved to 
restrict the application of the birch to some extent, though not as fully as is 
desired. Yet the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjub feels no hesitation to 
recommend it, and in doing soeven to find fault with the supreme legislative 


authority. And the one effect of it will be, it is feared, to put a premium on 
this undesirable form of punishment.”

- A serious postal complaint. at Madaripur in the Faridpur district :— 9th vot. 1918, 


‘Babu Saroda Kumar Sen is a respectable 
amukhtear of this town. For some time past he has been receiving some 


attention from the Criminal Investigation Department, For the last two 
months he has not been receiving his letters from the Post Office regularly. 
It appears that his letters are intercepted and detained by the Postal authori- 
ties for reasons best, known to them. Saroda Babu himself cannot assign 
any reasons for it. Though he was not getting any lIctters for some time, 
all on a sudden, on the 1 ith September last all his letters, extending over 
a period from the 20th August to the 10th September, were made over to 
him in a bundle by a man attached to the Post (Uffice. They were altogether 
20 in number, out of which one was a Jetter from his wife, and the others 
were open post-cards from clients and friends. You will be surprised to 
hear that since then up till now he has not received a single letter through 
the Post Office. The legitimate inference is that. the same authorities are 
still at work in detaining and intercepting his letters. Saroda Babu isa 
professional man, and he is expected to get many letters from his clients 
from the mufassal. If innocent letters like these are detained without an 

rhyme or reason for weeks together, the situation must be very deplorable, 
and it. cannot but tell upon his profession in the long run. If the Postal 
authorities have the right to open any letter, then is it not their duty to 
make it over to ite rightful owner on the very day after examining it? 
What right have they to detain the letters for weeks together? Are they 
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impervious to any reason or common sense? If the sanctity of letters is 
violated in this way merely on suspicion, then we must say that we cannot 
conceive of a situation graver than this.” Lye
